Prof. Huxley on the Races of Men, 


The great series of lectures of the year—the 
greatest perhaps ever Jelivered in London on ite 
eubject—have been those on ethnology, with 
which Prof. Haxley has just closed the season. 
They were 12 in number. So impressed were 
his hearere, among whom were several eminent 
men and ladies—Miea Codbe and Lady Lyell 
being very regular lietenere—with the immense 
number of novel facts adduced, that the Profes. 
sor has been earnestly petitioned on the subject 
of their pablication. It will, however, I have 
reasoa to fear, be five or eix years before he will 
be able, amid his pressing duties at Jermyn 
eireet Museum, the Royal Coilege of Sargeona, 
and the Koyal Iuetitution (im all of which he ig 
now @ leading professor) to prepare them for 
publication. It isimpossiole for me, in the space 
of a letter, to furnish even an outlive of the 
wonderful etetement, which was illustrated by 
ethnographic maps, eku'la, and portraits of per- 
eore of all races, in both ancient and modern 
times. I murt content myeclf with presenting 
a few of the pritciples which make his method 
of inquiry and the general resulta at which he 
arrive. In deciding upon relationship and afi. 
nities botween races, I’rofessor Huxley considers 
tirat, complexion; and he fiuds four great classes 
of complexions, which I muet euggest hire by 
the words white, yellow, red, and black, though 
neither of these colora are completely represent- 
ed in any rece or any man. He then relies upon 
the shape of the head, which he finds divisible 
more or lees into long, short, round, and promi- 
nent or otherwiee in the lower face. He thea 
relies on texture of the hair. Next he con- 
siders the language ae analszed by comparative 
philology ; then the similarity of customs, of 
veliefa, of habdite, &>. Beginning with the aus- 
traliaus he finde but one tribe related to thew, 
and that is a email tride ia the Scuth of India 
He finds that there «\ ated in the neighborhood 
of the Caspian aud Are! Seas, in ancient times, 
the ove at ihe North, the other at the South, a 
ight and blue-eved, and @ dark and black-eyed 
people, The cark p-ople are found adhering to 
the covet, and may he traced from Persia al 
around by Italy to their great weetern centre, 
the Basque region of Spain; thence they ekirt 
France, Wales, lrelind, and are the immediate 
ancestors of the ewarthy Britons, Weleh, and 
“ MMflesians” of Ireland of thia day. From the 
Ara! Sea to Saint, Malo in the Weet of Irance 
there ts such a level country that one may drive 
a wagon a'l the way without upsetting it.

Her branch of thie ancient race were Protes 


tants, descending from the great Marquis de ia 


Coarce, of whom Henri 1V. made a brother in 
arme and a trusted friend, But towarda the year 
1655 they returned to the Roman Catholic fr ith, 
and have since :emsincd s eady adherents of the 
Church of Rome. To this conversion ia traci 
tionally ascribed the whole romance of Madil:

The War Department has just received « 
copy of circular No. issued last month by 
General McDowell, commanding the |) spartmeat 
cf Californie, to post commanders io Arizona 
General McDowell communica*s to them the 
toliowing paragraph from a letter addressed to 
him by Governor McCormick, of Arizona: 

“T find that at Fort McDowell and at other 
poste they (Indian captives taken by the troop-) 
nave been turned over to civiliane without any 
process of law. I learn of instances ia which 
cbilcren have been sold by the troops; of others 
in which they have been exc anged for goods, 
and in cases where they were giv.n to the sm, 
and Maricopa Indiana, those trites hawe after 
wards ecld them to the whites. Moreover, I am 
informed that at McDowell it has been the cus 
tom to deliver the adult female Apache captives 
over totive Pimas and Maricopas fur slaughter.” 

The Goveral bea directed commanders of dis 
tricte and posts in Ar'z wa to jovestigate these 
charees at ovce, and report to him all the par 
tic lara. In conclusion the General says 

* Toete charges, as wellae by the h incua ess 
of the offences epecificd an by the high eource 
fron which they come, are most damaging to 
the caracter of the service, and must be fully 
investigated and enawered by every cflicer to 
whom tbhia ciroulsr is rent.”

in that time. The length of theae worme, if lad 
end to end, would be about fourteen feet, er ten

To meet the ofjcction, thet the earth worm 
containe bat & ema quintity of rutritious mat 
ter, on the te@enty-ferenth day he wasted es 
clusively on clear beef, in quantity twooty-seeen 
pronyweighta, At night, tre bed weighed filty 
two penny weights, bat little more then twice the 
amount of flesh coneumed during the day, not 
taking into ecoount the water and earth ewa! 
lowed. Tols presents a wondeiful contrast 
with the amount of food rqired by the cole 
blooded vetebratee fishes, and replies, mans 
of @wbich can live for months without food, anc 
aleo wiih that require! by mommelial Ma:

After the thirty-seoord day, the bird had at 
tained its full eiz>, and waa intrarted to the 
care of another pervon during bis absence of 
eighteen days, At the cud of that period, the bird 
was virong and heslihs, with no increase of 
weight, though ite feathers had grown longer 
and smoother. Ita food had been weighed daily, 
and averaged fifteen pennyweights of weight, 
two or three earth-worme, and a emai! quantity 
of bread eaeh day, the whole being equal to 
eighteen peanyweights of meat, or thirty-six 
pennyweighta of earth-worme ; and it contioued 
up to the time of the preeentation of the report. 
Toe bird having continued in confinement, with 
certainly much less exercise than in the wild 
state, to eat one third of ita weight in clear flesh 
daily, the Profeeaor concludes that the food it 
conrumed when young was not much more than 
must always be provided by the parents of wild 
birds, The food was nevir prsaed undigested ; 
the «x retiona were made up of gravel and dirt, 
and « ema)! qnantity of eemi-eolid urine, 

He thought that every admirer of trees may 
derive from these facta a lesson, ehowing the 
iinmense power of birds to destroy the ineeeta 
by which our trees, cepecially our apple trees, 
elma, and Jindens, are every few yeara stripped 
of their foliage, aod often many of them killed. 

Fevers and Fruit. 

Let's have a little talk about orcharda and 
gardepa o# lite-preservera Many @ farmer 
thinks be ‘fean’t fuss about a garden,” with 
vegetables and emall fruite in ample variety, 
hardly about an orchard, especially beyond ep 
ple trees, So he gora on to weightier matters of 
grain, or stock, or dairy, and eate potatoes, 
wheat bread, pork and salt beef all summer 
long; no fine variety of vegetablea, no grateful 
berrios, no Inacioua peaches, or juicy cherries, 
By October, fever comes, or bowel complaints 
of eome kind, or some congestive troubles, most 
likely. Ile is laid up; work etops a month, the 
doctor comes, and he ‘drags round” all winter, 
and the doctor's bill draga too.

Marketing Wool. 


(soe of the leading farmers of Illinois, who 
appears occasionally in the Prarie Farmer as 
“ Wool Grower,” regarda the present as one of 
the dark time: for wool growers in that section. 
Ile ways that all other branches of farming are 
paying better than this. He» charges the wool 
commission houses of Caicago with operating 
agsinet the interests of the grower and in favor 
ot the manufacturer. Though written especially 
for farmere at the West, the following paragraphs 
may be read with interest by wool growers of 
other sec ions 

I eay to woo! growers, sell your own wool at 
your own barn if posible. Scllto alocal dealer for 
three or four cente les than you thiok it worth, 
rather than get it strauded in a wool house, Tae 
bret time to #el! wool, nine times out of ten, is 
when the tide is up at ebesring time. Itecarcely 
ever lasts over a week or two, and if you let the 
opp ortacity slip you are compelled to ebip, end 
then to commence that weary waiting which 
makes the heart eick. Afver the first tide ebds 
it is usually from four to six months before you 
can get even a nivSle for wool, and thea when 
you do effect a eale, by the time you dedast 
freight and commi-sion, and insurance, and 
e'orage, and drasege, and easle tax, and re-eack- 
age, and etealage, and one-third off, and half 
off, ard in some canes, a/! off, you will find that 
you might have sold at home from six to fifteen 
cents per pound more money. 

The one great drawback to wool-growing in 
the United States le not dogs nor ecah nor foot- 
rot, but the manner of marketing. Toere isno 
otLer staple agricultural prodaet grown in our 
country, the purchasers of which are so few in 
number, and bence, ab'e to make such soul- 
eaing combinations to aflect piices, aa wool. 
The manufacturers ond their organa never let 
up during the entire circle of the year, from 
“poaring” the wool market. The buyers of 
grain are not always “ beara,” but there ie 
always an equally emart lot of “ bulls,” which 
helps to keep grain eomewhere near an equilib- 
rium; but the purchasers of wool are always, 
and everywhere “ beara.” 


Arrix Vinsoan —Whenever apples are used 
in the family, boul the ekins and cores in ee little 
water as will cover them; sweeten slightly with 
the rinsings of sweetmeata, and put it in a cask 
or jug; when making cider spple sauoe, a half- 
barrel can be made with but little trouble. If 
appies are decaying, boil them up, etrain the 
liquor, and make vinegar. It will take but little 
mo!asees to aweeten it. 

Pater —lor a pate or game pie made with 
pigeons, or, which ia excellent, with prairie 
hens, first c'ean thoroughly, and placing in the 
bakepan, put a piewe of salt pork on the breast, 
and a litile broth in the pan. Put in the oven 
and let it remain these an hour or an hour and 
a half. For the paete, take four ounces of flour, 
two of butter, a pioch of eelt, and almost half a 
gill of cold water, mixed to a paste. Roll out 
the paste, and line the aidea and bottom of the 
mould with it. The bird is carved as if for the 
table, placing the piecos in the pan with a 
modicum of broth and « bay leaf, and leaving a 
hole in the centre for the steam so escape and 
paes off. Cover the top with the yolk of an egg 
to color. Jt may be caten hot or cold—cold for 
breakfast, lunch or evpoer, and can Se made 
with butcher's meat. But veal is the best, 
Tr uflles may also be baked ia a pate, using two 
ounces toa pound of meat—meat without any 
bonea. 

Macenoixk —Cut emall piecea of carrot and 
turnip in water, with ealt, Ac, and boil gently 
till tender. Strain off the water through a culan- 
der. Vat half a tablespoon of butter and dour 
in a pan on the fire; add haif a gill of broth; 
turn in the esrrot aud turnip, and simmer a 
little, 

To Keer Tovatoks —Set them on tho fire 
with @ lithe eait, and recuce one half. Lat it 
coo), and put it ia claret bottles, Cork, aud tie 
down the corks Set the bottlea on the fire in 
cold water, and boil four houra, Take them off 
and let thera coolin the water. A(terward keep 
the bottles in a dark place, 

Baken Peans —Tne common early peare are 
very good put into a jar without parinz, and 
with a teseup of molasses to every two quarta 
of pears, No water is necessary, Duke them 
five oreix hours. If sou wish them more ¢deli- 
cate, pare them, and put a teacup of sugar in- 
etead of molasses. Toe later and larger fail 
peara are very fine baked upon atin; but moat 
hiacs of heavy winter pears cannot be baked #0 
as to be terder, 

Orance Lrvoxanpe —-Take three China 
Oranges, one lirge lemon, and two or three 
ouvees of sugar; 12> off some of the peel on to 
the sugar, tqueeze on the juice, and pour on two
